Throats of Three of Our Boys Are 
Cut by Germans, Writes Adjutant 
of the Salvation Army 


Chicago.—A ghastly illustration of 
German hatred of American soldiers is 


given in a Salvation Army letter made 


public here April 4 by Adjutant Fletch- 


er Agnew. It was written in France by 


Adjutant R. C. Stabard, who has charge 
of a Salvation Army hut, 
der Eva Booth, who turned it over to 
Adjutant Agnew. 


“I visited a base hospital recently,” 
Says the letter, ‘and had this story 
from a _ sergeant who had passed 
through one of the raids. The sergeant 
was horribly wounded by a _ grenade 
and was passed by the Germans as 
dead. Before the sergeant lost con- 
sciousness, however, he saw a dozen 
Germans overpower three American 
boys and cut their throats from ear to 
ear. The sergeant said the murder of 
the third American was the most hor- 
rible. tour Germans held him while a 
fifth fairly severed his head from his 
body. 

“I have just learned,” continues th 
letter, “that this same company 
Americans passed through here tod 
with their bayonets sharpened li 
razors, sworn to avenge this awf| 
crime against their comrades. What 
can you say to men bound on suc 
errand except bid them strike with 
their might and harder because of 
righteousness of cause and the devil- 
ishness of the enemy?" 

Adjutant Stabard admits to Com- 
mander Booth that it is often very ditfi- 
cut to follow the dictates of-forgiving 
Christianity while hearing daily reports 
of Hun atrocities. , 

“It is the work of the enemy brigades 
Known as ‘the butchers’ that makes our 
hloed boil and makes- us ferget to love 
our enemies,” he said. ‘These are pick- 
ed brutes for raiding purposes with the 
purpose of intimidating by frightful- 
ness.” 


DRAYMEN TURN DOWN 
TEAMSTERS DEMANDS 


Declare They Cannot Pay Increase 
and Remain in Business 


to Comman- 


San Francisco—The demands of the 
Teamsters’ Union for an increase of 50 
cents a day and a nine-hour, instead of 
a ten-hour day, were refused by the 
Draymen’s Association at a meeting of 
the conference committees of both or- 
ganizations April 4. 

“The men will strike on May 1 if 
their demands are not granted,” said 
John P. McLoughlin of the conference 
committee of the Teamsters’ Union af- 
ter the meeting. 

“We cannot pay the increase and re- 
main in business,” said Felix Gross, 
manager and secretary of the Dray- 
men's Association, last night. ‘‘We have 
mot received an increase in our rates 
since January, 1917, and since that time 
horses, wagons, harness, feed and ev- 
erything that we use have increased in 
price from 50c to 300 per cent.” 

“Our refusal is final,” he added. ‘‘We 
took this action only after a careful 
canvass of our membership, and not un- 
til all of them proved from their books 
that the increase would be ruinous.” 

The justice of the demands of the 
men was conceded by Gross in a further 
statement, when he said that the in- 
creased cost of living since Jdnuary, 
1917, was over 50 per cent, and the 
wages of the men had only been in- 
creased 12 1-2 per cent during that 
time. 

More than 2000 men, including all the 
truckmen, draymen and retail delivery- 
men on the city, are involved. 

The present wage scale is from $3 to 
$4.50 a day for a ten-hour day. The de- 
mands of the men represent and in- 
crease of from 90 cents to $1.50 a day. 

The conference committee have been 
meeting from time to time for several 
weeks, and while the conferences by 
the action of yesterday have been brok- 
en off, either side may until May 1 ask 
for further consideration of the subject. 


FREE IRELAND AND 
FREE SERBIA URGED 


San Francisco.—A free Serbia and a 
free Ireland political equality and self- 
determination for all races was the in- 
terpretation put upon the battle cry of 
America.

“Some artificlal means of brooding 
chicks must be provided when incuba- 
tor chicks hatch in cool or cold weath- 
er,” said Mr. Harris. “Where a small 
flock of birds is to be raised it is not 
profitable to use either the incubator 
brooder, but where large numbers of 
chickens are handled the brooder be- 
-/comes a matter of convenience. 

“Keeping chicks in large flocks mint- 
mizes the labor and reduces the cost 
of houses and yards. Where hens are 
used for brpoders in cold weather only 
a few chicks can be given to each 
hen. This requires a large number of 
coops and the attendant is compelled 
to give each group nearly as much at- 
tention as would be required for one 
large fiock cared for by the brooder.” 

A large percentage of the hen brood- 
ed chicks suffer from the effects of 
head lice, Mr. Harris pointed out. 
These not only are bothersome to the 
newly hatched chick, but continue to 
| be a source of trouble through the en- 
tire season. 

Where hens are not available and 
only a few chicks are to be raised it is 
‘possible to construct a homemade 
brooder. These usually require con- 
| siderably more attention than those on 
the market but will give fairly good re- 
sults. 

The most common method of heat- 
these homeinade brooders is by 

means of a jug of hot water. A box 

_ which contains sufficient room for from 
*| 50 to 100 chicks and which is tight on 
all sides excepting the front, is the 
first requirement. Some method of 
ventilation should be provided on the 
top of the box, A two gallon jug of 
hot water furnishes the heating plant. 
The jug should be wrapped in burlap 
to protect the chicks and aid in retain- 
ing the heat. This brooder will keep 
a limited number of chicks perfectly 
comfortable.
